The Indian, said Mr. Murphy, is a 
fur farmer, and does not exterminate 
wild life. But the white trappers who 
have gone into these areas, under 
provincial licenses, have had no re¬ 
gard for the preservation of wild life 
and have seriously depleted the num¬ 
bers of fur-bearing animals. For this 
reason, many of the northern tribes 
are now in distress. 

The Indian affairs branch of the in¬ 
terior department, under instruction 
from Mr. Murphy, is making a rapid

The festival committee has been 
busy of late getting the programme 
in line for the 1931 festival, which 
takes place during Easter week. This 
programme will compare favorably 
with previous festivals. The adjudi¬ 
cators will be Mr. Thomas Jenkins, 
Welsh musical bachelor, of Calgary; 
and Mr. Grigori Garbovitzky, con¬ 
ductor of the Calgary Symphony Or¬ 
chestra. 

Mr. Jenkins was late pupil of Sir 
Walford Davies, organist of Chapel 
Royal, Windsor, England, and is pre¬ 
sent organist of St. Stephen’s church 
and teacher of piano, organ and 
theory at Calgary. He is a graduate 
of the University of Wales and took 
his degree of B.M. in 1925 at the age 
of 24. He was organist of one of 
the largest Methodist churches in 
Wales till September of 1929, when 
he received an invitation from the 
members of the vestry of St. Steph¬ 
en’s church to come and take charge 
of the music in that church. In Jan¬ 
uary of this year, he was invited to 
be conductor of the Calgary Women’s 
Miusical Club choir and at the Al- 
bera Musical Festival this year was 
awarded the gold medal in the open 
composition class. 

Grigori Garbovitzky was born in 
the little town of Siwash on the is¬ 
land of Krim in the Black Sea. At 
•y early age he showed his na¬ 
tural love for music by picking out 
tunes on a toy harmonica. Wheri^ 
nine years of age, he began to study 
violin and soon won for himself a 
government scholarship which enabl- 
him to continue his studies for 
several years. After ten years study 
in various places, he went to Petro- 
grad, where he entered the conserva¬ 
toire and studied for a time under 
Coguiey, and later under Leopold 
Auer, who personally selected him 
from a group of students as the most 
promising among them. 

I Among his fellow-students while 
under Auer was Kathleen Parlow, 
who on her last visit to Calgary, the 
city of her birth, was surprised to 
find him among her many friends 
here, and spoke in high appreciation 
of his musicianship and work as 
teacher. 

From Petrograd Mr. Garbovitzky 
graduated as laureate—the highest 
honor obtainable in the conservatoire. 

During the war he was attached to 
the musical section of the Russian 
army, and after the Russian revolu¬ 
tion he settled in Restov, where he 
was conductor in the symphony or¬ 
chestra for two years. 

From Rostov, Mr. Garbovitzky 
went to Berlin where he had the ex¬ 
ceptional honor, in 1922 and 1923, or 
being three times a guest conductor 
of Berlin symphony orchestra, also 
being asked to sign his name in what 
is known as the Golden Book, an hon¬ 
or extended only to the most out¬ 
standing conductors in the world. 

Mr. Garbovitzky has also played 
under such famous conductors 
Richter, Nikisch, Safonoff, 
others, thus gaining experience 
which, together with his own natural 
ability has made him a master of his 
art. 

Mr. Garbovitzky’s remarkable 
knowledge of orchestration is due in 
a large measure to his association 
with the renowned Russian composer, 
Glazenow, with whom he studied for 
over three years. 

Mr. Garbovitzky has as a teacher 
performed wonderful work during his 
three years stay in Calgary, his pu¬ 
pils winning almost all the available 
medals and awards in the Alberta 
Musical, Festival and was highly suc¬ 
cessful in the examinations. His art¬ 
ist students have also been heard in 
exceptionally brilliant recital work.

This 
elderly gentleman In return, was try¬ 
ing to display his independence by 
very emphatically declaring 1 that he 
considered he had the privilege of 
spending his money where and when 
he pleased. The money he had ac¬ 
cumulated was his own, earned by the 
sweat of his brow. 

His argument was without a doubt 
logical, but when he pointed out to 
one of the younger men at the table 
that he had started homesteading here 
in the west with only $1.35, I wond¬ 
ered if he realized that he was par¬ 
tially indebted to bis local merchants 
for his present prosperity. Common 
sense would convince anyone that it 
would be a physical impossibility to 
start farming with $1.35. Those mer¬ 
chants who were pioneers in the dis¬ 
trict at the same time as he was, had-] 
taken a chance on him making good 
and given him a line of credit. They 
had taken a chance on weather condi 
tlons—In other words temporarily 
acted as his financier. 

I have every reason to believe that 
he never gave this a thought. Quite 
appreciative, wasn’t he? He was 
showing his appreciation by condemn¬ 
ing them, when he knew not of what; 
he spoke.

Tenth Anniversary 

Of Radio Broadcasting 

Although Opportunities Were I 
stricted Development Has Been 
Rapid 

The tenth anniversary of radio 
broadcasting, which gave the indus¬ 
try its greatest impetus, was cele¬ 
brated a few weeks ago. The first 
program went on the air from 
Pittsburgh station in 1920, and some 
weeks later this same station intro¬ 
duced radio to politics by broadcast¬ 
ing returns of the Harding-Cox elec¬ 
tion. Crystal-detector sets were then 
the last word in reception, and it 
was necessary for members of the 
family to take turns at wearing the 
| earphones. Restricted as were its op- 
1 portunities, however, broadcasting de¬ 
veloped so rapidly that within p few 
years the air was overcrowded and 
the Government was seeking some 
form of regulation. 

The substitution of electrified 
vacuum-tube sets for those with 
crystal detectors and the replac- 
ment of earphones with loud speak¬ 
ers, together with other improve¬ 
ments, greatly increased the range 
and quality of reception. Television 
today is scarcely more of a novelty 
than broadcasting was in 1920. 

These developments have created 
great industries. 


Brilliant Triumph Scored 

By Kingsford-Smitli 

Australian Has Proved Himself One j 
Of World’s Greatest Aviators 

If the British Empire suffered any 

ss in aviation prestige through the 
recent disaster that befell Great Bri¬ 
tain's great airship the R-101, that 
prestige would seem to be restored 
by two outstanding later achieve¬ 
ments. These were the flight of a 
Canadian aviator, Captain Errol 
Boyd, from Newfoundland to Eng¬ 
land, and now the brilliant triumph of 
Wing-Commander Kingsford-Smlth of 
Australia in flying from England to 
his own country with such speed as 
to clip more than five days from the 
previous record. Kingsford-Smith 
completed this 10,000-mile flight in 
the remarkable time of nine days, 
23% hours as against the 15% days it 
took Bert Hinkler, the previous 
record-holder, to make this trip in 
1928. Kingsford-Smith’s time is the 
more impressive in view of his im¬ 
paired physical condition of late. 
Shortly before his flight he had under¬ 
gone two operations and had experi¬ 
enced other illnesses, and was ad¬ 
vised by his doctor not to make the 
flight. 

The view is expressed that this 
Australian aviator’s achievements are 
of a more impressive nature even 
than those of Col. Lindbergh, 
American, whose great solo flight, 
from New York to Paris and whose 
achievements in the air at home and 
in neighboring countries since that 
time have stamped him as perhaps 
the world’s premier peace-time ace.
